P 
ENNSYLVANIA offers such a wide range of territory for 
trchaeoiogical exploration to discover relics of aboriginal 
America that it would be difficult to single out the spot of great­ 


est promise. 
The rewards of the investigator are likely to he accidental 
— not warranting a confidence such as animated Dr. Schliemann 
when, standing over the site of what later proved to be ancient 
Troз^ he said to the workmen, “Dig here.” For that reason stu­ 
dents of Indian lore may be conservative about accepting the 
importance of claims lately advanced in Bradford county that 
excavations near the New York line have revealed the oldest 
evidence of Indian occupancy in this state. 
One effigy in stones appears to have the body of a buffalo 
with long horns and no tail. 
It is about four feet high and five 
feet long. 
Adjacent w^ere two ceremonial fire pits containing 
the same kind of burned stones. 
Prolonged occupation by the 
Red Man is inferred from the depth of “Indian dirt” below^ the 
humus stratum. 
Archaeologists will see a dramatic fitness in unearthing 
these artifacts close to a borough which significantly bears the 
name of Athens. The Athens of Pennsylvania is noted chiefly 
for being a manufacturing town. 
Yet it was built within the 
purlieus of what may have been the seat of an early civiliza­ 
tion. 
Pennsylvania needs to cultivate more research of this 
kind. 
In comparison with other parts of the United States it 
has been said that the Keystone state suffered from a lack of 
historians to exploit her much-neglected history.

In the discussions attending the 
12 state constitutional amendments 
to be voted upon November 7, there 
has been some question concerning 
Amendment Number One which 
would permit the General Assembly 
to appropriate funds for the relief 
of blind adults. The statement has 
been made that the passage of this 
amendment might affect the ap­ 
propriations for the Mothers As­ 
sistance Fund. 
The statement of 
Congressman "Matthew A. Dunn of 
Pittsburgh, himself a blind man 
might be some enlightenment in the 
matter. 
To a member of The News staff, 
Congressman Dunn said, “for many 
years we have been endeavoring to 
get an amendment passed which 
would permit the state to aid blind 
people in Pennsylvania. We finally 
did get the amendment past two 
sessions of the General Assembly 
and it is now upon jthe ballot.” 
“In conversation ’with Attorney- 
General William A. Schnader he 
told me that the decision of the 


Supreme Court in the first Talbot 
Act was such that there was no bar 
now to the General Assembly pass­ 
ing appropriations for the relief of 
blind people. He also told me that 
if this amendment was passed there 
might be some question raised as to 
the constitutionality of the Mothers 
Assistance Fund. 
“After my conversation with At­ 
torney General Schnader I believe 
that the amendment is not neces­ 
sary and while it is on the ballot, I 
think we will make no effort to have 
it passed as the thing it would ac­ 
complish is already accomplished. 
“We would not want to endanger 
the Mothers Assistance Fund and 
perhaps it would better if the 
amendment were defeated.” 
This explanation is made that 
voters in this county may know the 
situation. From Congressman Dunn’s 
remarks it would seem that little ef­ 
fort is being made to 
pass 
the 
amendment inasmuch as the Gen­ 
eral Assembly already apparently 
has the authority the sponsors of 
this legislation want.

“Yes” for amendment No. 4 in the 
November election. This amendment 
is known as the “State Bonus Bill.” 
We advance the following reasons 
why this bill should be passed; 
The Federal government gave the 
soldier a twenty (20) year insurance 
bond (the Adjusted Service Certifi- 
pate), but it appears that only a 
small percentage of the soldiers will 
live to enjoy this compensation. The 
proposed state bonus, (erroneously 
cAlled), is a very insignificant gift 
from Pennsylvania and would be in 
a .small measure, equalization pay. 
The fact that in 1923 the State Leg­ 
islature proposed an act to “Com- 


cause the amounts are so small that 
outside investments would not be 
attractive. According to the United 
States Department of Commerce, the 
yearly turnover of the dollar is about 
twenty times. Therefore $50,000,000 
invested in Pennsylvania would “re­ 
turn” in business on billion annu­ 
ally.

MAKES STATEMENT 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2—The NRA 
today stood completely committed 
to the Gerard Swope plan for pro­ 
moting a ma::imum of self-regula­ 
tion in codified industries and trades 
and a minimum of necessity for gov- 
f-jnment supervision. 
Recovery Administrator Hugh S. 
Johnson put the organization there 
in an elaborate statement late yes­ 
terday. 
He said he heartily approved his 
retired industrial adviser’s plan to 
establish a national super-chamber 
of commerce and industry, which 
would exercise nearly complete con­ 
trol of industries and trades thru 
code authorities. 
Checking Function. 
He pointed out, however, that 
.«ince the National Industrial Recov­ 
ery Act removed checks on mono­ 
polistic practices banned by the sus­ 
pended Sherman and Clayton Anti- 
Trust Acts, the Swope plan would 
enable the NRA to exercise a check­ 
ing function. 
Johnson said this government con­ 
trol could be exercised by NRA or 


government department members oi 
code authorities, who, although they 
have no voting rights, have the 
power to veto any plan or trade 
practice that might be considered 
against the public interest. 
Johnson said that Sw’ope's plan, 
announced at a meeting of the busi­ 
ness advisory and planning council 
of the department of commerce, was 
the “goal toward which the NRA 
all along has been striving.” 
He revealed that he and Swope 
had discussed details of the plan “for 
more than a year,” and laughed 
down suggestions that the plan or 
Swope’s retirement as NRA indus­ 
trial advisory board member in any 
w'ay indicate a “rift” between them. 
“Despite their retirement as in­ 
dustrial advisers,” Johnson 
said, 
“Gerard Swope and Waiter Teagle 
are going to stay on here as mem­ 
bers of the National Labor Board 
and they are going to w’ork as closely 
with me as they ever have.”

Last February 2nd I called a con­ 
ference to discuss ways and means 
of fighting off the deiwession’s vic­ 
ious attack upon our children. 
Out of that conference evolved 
the Pennsylvania Emergency Child 
Health 
committee. 
I 
naturaUy 
turned to the Medical Society of 
the State of Pennsylvania for co- 
operatkm in this work. 
At my request they recommended 
to me fmr iq^iointment the present 
membership of the Child Health 
committee with Dr. Samuel M. Ham- 
ill as chairman. 
That committee 
is doing great work. 
It seems to me to be important 
that the people of Pennsylvania 
should know what that committee 
,nd its sub-committces are trying 
accomplish. 
They are examining all the chil­ 
dren of families on unemployment 
relief and are giving those children 
continuous medical supervision. 
Moreover, they are looking after 
the health of thousands of families 
whose earnings have been reduced 
but who are not cligibic for relief. 
They are co-operating with the re­ 
lief boards in the different counties 
by giving demonstrations to groups 
of mothers of how to buy the foods 
recommended, how to cook and jwe- 
pare them, and how to divide the 
food into meals for the week so that 
food values will be equally distri­ 
buted and that the supply will last 
the fuU week. 
The entire scvice is on a volun­ 
tary basis. 
*The members of the 
medical profession and other citizens 
and organizations who are co-oper- 
aling with them by giving their time 
and energies so liberally in the serv­ 
ice of helpless children are cntttlcd 
to the thanks and the support of 
all good citizens. 
This is another illustration of the 
fine spirit that the pecHOle of Penn­ 
sylvania are showing in these dif­ 
ficult times. 
We aU know that the children of 
today wUl be the citizens of tomor­ 
row, but we faU too often to act 
on our knowledge, and all parents 
should keep that in mind, no mat­ 
ter what their circumstances in 
life.The doctors on this committee tell 
me that even in normal times all 
parents should see that their chil­ 
dren get periodic health examina­ 
tions. 
In other words, it is our duty as 
parents and citizens to guard and 
protect the health of our children 
by keeping them under constant 
medical supervision rather than to 


wait until they get sick before cwi- 
sulting the doctor. 
'That is the principle doctors are 
voluntarily applying to children of 
families cm relief. 
By doing that they believe they 
are gcring to m'event much of the 
trouble that usually follows such 
áepressiom as this. 
If they do, 
they will save many children frcrni 
ultimately becoming wards of the 
state, whether in our hospitals, 
asylums or penitentiaries. 
This is more than a theory. It is 
a fact—and a proven fact. When 
we drafted men for the World war 
we found that more than 30 per 
cent of thoee on the draft list were 
unfit for military service because 
of defects plainly traceaMe to mal­ 
nutrition and lack of medical care in 
early life. 
The harvest of the depression 
lies ahead and no one can tell yet 
what that harvest will be. But the 
Pennsylvania Child Health commit­ 
tee is doing everything it can to 
keep that harvest from being a har­ 
vest of sickness, trouble and suffer­ 
ing for the next generation. 
May I add that a breakdown of 
i|nemployment relief would be a ter­ 
rible blow to the present and future 
health of children of unemployed 
families. That breakdown can only 
be avc^ded by api»x>val of Amend­ 
ment No. 8 on the ballot November

A sharp advance in the price of 
gold in London and a correspond­ 
ingly sharp decline in the American 
dollar on foreign exchanges today 
followed announcement from Wash­ 
ington that the Reconstruction Fi­ 
nance Corporation would begin buy­ 
ing foreign gold during the day. 
London marked up the price of 
gold one shilUng six pence (approx­ 
imately 36 cents) over yesterday’s 
figure. This advance was due to a 
rise in the value 
of the 
French 
franc which in turn was caused by 
reports that the RFC would make 
heavy purchases of francs and then 
demand gold for them from the 
Bank of France. 
Plainly disturbed by the news from 
America the French government an­ 
nounced it would take energetic ac­ 
tion to defend its gold reserves from 
a drain that might force France off 
the gold standard.

In fact, to nineteen* mathematic­ 
ians from the faculties of American 
and European universities who have 
come here in high hopes of sitting 
at the feet of the master, whether 
he will get around to teaching at all 
during the six months of his stay 
here is entirely speculative. 
But they do not feel critical of 
the great savant because of that. 
They think he is formulating a new 
theorem and it is their hope that he 
adll announce it while they are here. 
Important Theorems 
Announcements of Einstein the­ 
orems are important. His first an­ 
nouncement made when he was a 
very young man, scrapped all pre­ 
vious concepts of the time and Soldiers, 
space. Years later he announced a 
theory that replaced Newton’s con­ 
cerning the law of gravitation—both 
milestones in the history of scien­ 
tific thought. 
While he has been seen on the 
Princeton campus Einstein has spent 
practically all his time in his room 
in the little white clapboard Pea­ 
cock Inn, even having all his meals 
served there. His first meeting with 
a group of the faculty was last night 
when he and Mrs. Einstein attend­ 
ed a dinner in his honor.
